Venue Change Denied 
In Road Matter 


The appeal taken in behalf of R. 
H. Strosnider from the order chang- 
ing venue in the action brought by 
the appellant against Ernest Po- 
min and others, to the Placer Coun- 
ty court, has been granted by the 
Third District Court of Appeals. 

Attorney Thomas Maul received 
word of the decision Monday morn- 
ing. The original action was filed in| 
this county and on motion of the 
defendants, venue was changed to 
Placer county, and the appeal taken 
was not on the major issue of the 
complaint, but on the order chang- 
ing venue. 


The principal action in the com- 
plaint concerns the plaintiff's ef- 
fort to protect a right of way which 
he claims between Tahoe Cedars 
and Lake Tahoe'‘across the property 
of the defendants. 


The victims were Winston Kin- 
dopp, son of Dr. K. M. Kindopp, 
and Garrett Lowell, son of Attorney 
M. Z. Lowell, of Auburn. 


The circumstances that the plane 
landed, a flaming wreck, on the El 
Dorado County side of the Ameri- 
can river, which is the county boun- 
dary, placed the coroner’s investi- 
gation in this county and Coroner A.

Club Speaker 


Mrs. George King, Of 
Shingle Springs, Talks 
Before Pen Women 


Mrs. George King, of Shingle 


Springs, was the speaker at the reg- | 


ular luncheon meeting of the Sacra- 
mento branch of the National 
League of American Pen Women. 
Mrs. King, whose husband oper- 
ates a Big Canyon dredge, spoke on 


| modern methods of gold dredgin,y, 


With the price of gold raised in 
the last few years from $20 an 
ounce to $35, Mrs. King said $75,000, 
the price of a small dredger, was 
jusufied today by a gold output 
greater in 1938 than at any 
since 1862. 

“The lure of gold is as old as the 
Bible.” the speaker said. “for even 
the children of Israel carried along 
their gold trinkets when Moses led 
them out of the wilderness. 
eventually made them into a 
image which they worshipped.” 

“With all the wonderful climate 
and scenery we hear so much about 
today, California was not a garden 
Spot to the world until “49 when 
gold was discovered.’ Mrs. King 
pointed out. 

The speaker defended ‘“doodle- 
bug” mining from charges that it 
ruins land. She said: “Modern me- 
thods include leaving poor land in 
better condition, and our water does 
not pollute streams, for it is filter- 
ed daily.” 

The speaker pointed to many cases 
in her own experience where farm- 
ers with heavily mortgaged farms 
were either able to produce better 
crops on the “new” land or were 
greatly enriched by their 10 per cent 
take of the gold mined. 

Mr. and Mrs. King live in a three 
room shack near the dredge, which 
she insists gives her great joy for, 
“there is always a bit of carpenter- 
ing to be done, and I love to put up 
a shelf now and then.” They have 
been in this one spot for two years 
and expect to stay at least one year 
longer. 

Bits of quartz, nuggets of gold 
and a bottle containing samples of 
Platinum from the mine were dis- 
Played by the speaker. She told her 
audience that the output of gold 
was shipped to Washington, D. C., 
in pound coffee cans, each one con- 
taining gold worth $5,000.

STATE. BUDGET 


Matter Special Order 
Of Business Monday 
Afternoon At Capital 


SACRAMENTO, ‘l!’—Both demo- 
crats and republicans today pre- 
dicted victory as the state assembly 
resumed a bitter floor battle prior 
to the crucial vote on Gov. Culbert 
Olson's $557,000,000 biennial bud- 
get. . 

With the twice-postponed pbud- 
get argument coming up as a spe- 
cial order of business at 2:30 p. m. 
both factions “turned on the heat” 
to force—and win—an early vote. 

The Olson forces admittedly were 
on the defensive. Majority passage of 
the budget requires 54 votes and 


some of the 44 democrats are known | 


to lean toward the republican econ- 
omy bloc. 
* Republicans enjoy another ad- 
vantage in that only 41 votes are 
reequired to insert amendments to 
the budget, only five more than 
the total of 36 GOP members. More 
than 200 amendments are proposed 
by the republicans to effect sav- 
ings of more than $30,000,000. 
Pau] Peek, Long Beach Assembly- 
man and speaker of the lower house, 
heads the democratic state central] 
committee after a weekend confer- 
ence of the executive board here. 
Peek succeeds John Gee Clark, a 
former Long Beach assemblyman 
who was appointed by Gov. Culbert 
Olson to the chairmanship of the 
board of prison terms and paroles 
and counselor for liquidator of the

LUROPE FEARS 
WAR NEAR 


Duce Sends Troops By 
Air To Frontier; Britain 
Recalls Naval Officers 


WASHINGTON, UP)—President 
Roosevelt, alarmed by events in Eu- 
rope, returned to the capital today 
and received last-minute reports on 
the situation from Secretary of 
State Cordell Huli even before leav- 
ing his special train.

Europe stood guard today, fearing 
that this may be the month—or week 
—of the long-expected showdown on 
War or peace. The atmosphere 
abroad was more tense than at any 
time since Munich. 

Seeking to seize the initiative 
from the dictatorial bloc, Britain 
recalled naval and air forces from 
leave to the Mediterranean 
and suddenly ordered his majesty's 
Warships out of Italian ports. 

Premier Benito Mussolini sent his 
soldiers by land and air to the ner- 
vous Greek and Jugoslav frontiers 
and called upon more reservists at 
home to boost fascist men-in-arms 
toward the million mark. 

France. which has been Steadily 
Increasing her armed forces. agreed 
with Britain on strengthening of the 
Mediterranean defense points and 
the two nations may demonstrate 
off Corfu to warn Italy away from 
Greece. 

German troops, moving in smail 
groups within the frontiers of the 
Reich, aroused fears of Poland, Bel- 
slum and Hoiland, but Nazi offici- 
als insisted that there was no con- 
centration of aggressive strength at 
any point and indicated that the 
major totalitarian reply to the dem- 


' Ocratic “peace” front should not be 


expected before Adolf Hitler’s 50th 
birthday on April 20.

WASHINGTON, (IP) — Thousands 
of carefree children frolicked in the 
front yard of the White House to- 
day while President Roosevelt came 
home to study ominous reports from 
war-frightened Europe. 

Under the bright sunshine of a 
perfect spring day, approximately 
50,00 Ochildren and their adult com- 
painons will roll at least a quarter 
of a million easter eggs across the 
White House lawns before the egg 
rolling party ends tonight. 

Mrs. Roosevelt played host to the 
children. She toured the grounds 
shortly before 11 a. m., greeting the 
thousands of early arrivals. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt arranged to greet 
the egg rollers shortly after noon. 

Five boys’ bands, a Punch and 
Judy show and a magic show were 
in operation as the fun began.
